Theſe laſt Words plainly afford us two 
forcible - Motives to the Performance of a 
Duty, drawn from the Benefits which re- 
dound to thoſe who conſcientiouſly diſcharge 
it; viz, Delight, or the preſent Comfort and 
Satisfaction of their own Conſcience; and a 
good Bleſſing from God, as a further Reward

Before I proceed to the handling of theſe 
two Points, it is neceſſary that J, Firſt, con- 
ſider the Duty it ſelf, and its Obligation, 
with reſpect both to private Perſons and Magi- 
ſtrates, according to their different Capacities

There can be no Diſpute, but that by Re- 
bake in the Text, we may fairly, underſtand, 
either that friendly Office exerciſed by pri- 
vate Perſons towards their treſpaſſing Bre- 
thren, with a Deſign and Hope of reclaim- 
ing them from their evil Ways; or elſe 
that ſeverer Method of proceeding by pub- 
lick Cenſures and legal Puniſhments, inflicted 
by Perſons in Authority, with the ſame 
| OE non EM e e 
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charitable View, upon ſuch Offenders as will 
not be reformed by milder Means. The Firſt 


of theſe is a Duty, which all good Men 
ought to think themſelves concerned in, 


foraſmuch as every one is bound to edify 
his Neighbour, and to promote his ſpiritual 
Intereſt as much as he can. It was a Precept 
of the Law formerly given to the Jews, 
Lev. xix. 17. Thou ſhalt in any wiſe rebuke thy 
| Neighbour, and not ſuffer Sin upon him. And 
it is an expreſs Command, which our Saviour 
in his Goſpel hath laid upon every private 


Chriſtian, with regard to Conyerſation; If 


thy Brother offend againſt thee, admoniſh him, 
Matth. xvili. 5. Firſt, privately, between thee 
and him alone; that there may be no Witneſ- 
ſes of his Diſgrace and Reproach.; But if pri- 
vate Admonition and Reproof will not reform 
him, f he will not hear thee, tate one or two 
more; if he will not hear them, tell it to the 
Charch, and make it a Matter of publick Cog- 
nizance and Complaint. Saint Paul, where he 
exhorts the Epheſians to d iſclaim all Fellon- 
ſßip wii the Works of (Darkneſs, immediately 

ſubjoins, "bat rather re prove them, Epheſ. v. 11. 
1. e. convince the ignorant Heathen, if it be 
Poſſible, of the Folly of their Wickedneſs, or 


5 Thame them Out ot it, by your own good 
-Example, and, by declining as much as may 


be, all Familiarity! and Intimacy with them: 
For ſo the ſame Apoſtle chargeth the Theſſalo- 
nians, with :reſpeQ to their Chriſtian Bre- 


thren;

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thren ; We command you, ' Brethren, in the Name 
of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that jou withdram hour 
ſelves from every Brother that 'walketh diſorderly, 
and not after the Tradition which he received 
of ws, 2 The. iti. 6, And, If any Man obey not 
our Word, note that Man, and have uo Company 
with him, that he may be aſbamed; Verſ. 14. 
Yet he exhorteth them ſtill, not to count him 
as an Enemy, but to admoniſh him as a Brother, 
Ver. 1 5. that he may be brought, if poſſible, 
to Nepentane. o g rr 2; 4; 
S0 that private Chriſtians, we ſee, have 
a Call and Authority ſufficient to admoniſh 
and reprove, where it can be done prudent- 
ly and ſeaſonably. The Reaſon plainly is, 
becauſe it is every Man's Duty and Buſineſs 
to oppoſe himſelf to Sin, and endeavour, as 
much as in him lieth, to ſuppreſs and baniſh- 
it out of the World. For if every Man, as 
in a common Cauſe, is concerned to do 
What he can, to prevent the ſpreadiog of 
an infectious Diſtemper, that threatens Ban- 
ger to the Whole; much more is he bound to 
put a Stop to the Eeproſy of Vice; which of 
all contigious Evils is the moſt pernicious. 
We muſt not then think our ſelves at 
Liberty to ſuffer Sin and Wickedneſs, com- 
mitted in our Sight and Hearing, to paſs 
without Correction; nor he cold and timo- 
rous in the Cauſe of God and Religion, leſt 
Profaneneſs and Immorality get ground, and 
the Enemy grow more inſolent and auda- 
a .

cious, through want of Oppoſition. But 
where Circumſtanges will bear it, el muſk 
rebuke with Freedom and Boldne; here 
they will not, wien the Sinner is ſo harden'd 
as to deſpiſe all Counſel and Reproof, and 
there is little or no hope of his Amendment 
by the uſe of ſuch Means, we muſt have 
Recourſe to à legal Puniſhment ; we muſt, 


upon proper Occaſions; give Information to 


the Magiſtrate, whoſe peculiar Province it is 


to take Care of Religion, ſo far at leaſt as 


to reſtrain wicked and diſorderly Men' from 
the open Violation of it, by ' neceſſary Cor- 


rection and exemplary Punil ment: For he 3s 


the Miniſter of God, an Avenge, to execute 


Wrath pon him that oth Evil.

of the Laus againſt Blaſf phemy, profane 
Sweating, " Sibback-bieaking, 5 Drunkennefs 
and the Ne Tnibiris. As Pröbicence raiſed 
him to the high Station he is in, ſo he is ef- 


gäged in ifi and Gratitude to uſe his 
Power and Authority for the Glory of God, 
and the Honour of his Religion.” It i is not 


much that private Men can do in theſe 
Caſes, where the Age is very corrupt; for 


let their Reproofs be managed with” the 


greateſt Conduct and Addreſs that is poſſible, 
unleſs 
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their own Good: ſo well as to take them, 
as they ought, they will not be effectual. 
The moſt zealous Endeavours of the Mini- 
ſters of Chriſt, whoſe Office obligeth them 
to oppoſe the Progreſs of Vice, and to regu- 
late the Manners of Chriſtians, are not ſuffi- 
cient, eſpecially under the preſent Want of 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, to prevent or remedy 
great Diſorders, without the Aſſiſtance of the 
Civil Powers. Their moſt paſſionate Exhor- 
tations and Entreaties will work but little 
upon thoſe, who have no Ingenuity, no Senſe 
of Shame, or Fear of Reproach ; and their 
Threatnings of future Puniſhments will not 
make any great Impreſſion on Men, whoſe 
Hearts are hardened, and whoſe Conſciences, as 
St. Paul ſpeaks, are ſeared, as it were mit u 
hot Iron, 1 Tim. iv. 2. This ſhews the Rea- 
ſonableneſs and Neceſſity of calling in the 
Aid of the Civil Magiſtrate, that they who 
will not be reformed and reclaimed from an 
evil Courſe, by Arguments fetched from a- 
nother World, may be ſorced into better 
Manners by temporal Puniſhments. For 
though ſuch Penalties inflicted by the Magi- 

| ſtrate upon ſcandalous Livers, can never of 
themſelves make them Lovers of that which 
is good, as having no inherent Virtue in them 

to change their Hearts, and purge their Con- 
ſciences; yet they are in their Nature apt to 
humble ſuch Offenders, to put them * a fit 
em- 


unleſs the Perſons, reproved, underſtand 
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Tempen for Gamſideration, to give them a Sight 
ef their ins; and may at lego, ü 
fanctiſying Grace, become efficacious Means 
* true and ſincere Converſion. Ac- 
orklingly we may obſerve, that humane Pe: 
. W have wrought on wick- 
ed and ungodly Men, and prevailed with 
them to turn from their evil Ways, when 
Perſwafions, Counſels, Admonitions, and all 
hy" hp have proved ineffettual; -, 
But 
this Purpoſe, had no Fitneſs in them to make 
bad Men better, yet they are of great Uſe to 
prevent their growing worſe, and more har- 
dened in their Sins. For the longer the. 
are ſuffered co go on with Impunity, its 
more they will encourage themfelves in their 


1 


Wickedneſs, and became more reſolute and 
preſumptuous in doing Elli. 

This is what Solomon long ago obſerved 
with reſpedt to the Puniſhments and Judg- 
ments of God; that though he had denounc- 
ed a [dreadful Doom 'againſt all wicked 
Men; yet becauſe Execution is not preſently 
done upon them, they are apt to harden 
and encourage themſelves in their Sin; Be- 
oauſe Sentence againſt an evil Work is nat exe- 


cuted ſpeeglaly, ' rherefore the Heart of the Sous'of 
Nen is fully ſet in them to do Evil; Eocleſ. viti. 
11. And we ſee in daily Experience, that 
the greateſt part of Sinners abuſe and pervert 


, through God's. 


chough they were not ſufficient to 
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which was deſigned to reclaimi them to a 
quite contrary Purpoſe, the confirming them 
in their wicked Ways. They are ready to 
raiſe Objections againſt the Providence of 
God, and draw falſe Concluſions from his De- 
lay of Puniſhment; as if either He did not 
concern himſelf in humane Affairs, or did 
not regard the good and bad Actions of 
Men: and ſo think themſelves at Liberty to 
be as irreligious and wicked as they pleaſe. 
But much more when the Execution of good 
and wholſome Laws againſt them is for a- 
ny Time deferred, and there is no Curb nor 
Controul from the Secular Arm: They will 
then be apt to conclude, that Governours and 
Magiſtrates are like themſelves; that they 
ſecretly believe as they do; have the ſame 
Notions of Good and Evil, Right and Wrong, 
which they themſelves have, though they 5 
not ſo oe aver it. And then there is 
hardly any Thing leſt to reſtrain them from 
following the Bent of their own | corrupt 
Hearts and vile Affections, to whatſoever 
Kinds and Degrees of Sin they incline them, 
till they arrive at the utmoſt pitch of Wick- 
.edneſs, the Seat of the Scarner, Whereſore the 
Inter poſition .of A uthor l LY, a for the P uniſh- 
ment of evil Doers, is highly expedient, if 
for no other Reaſon, yet to keep them with- 
in ſome tolerable: Bounds, that they do not 
run blindly and headily to ſuch am Exor- 
ditancy of Vice and Profaneneßs, as will ff!

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np the Meaſure of their Iniguity, and fink them 
iſto the Bel Place of — 6 Born 1 
But the Inffiction of legal Penalties is ne- 
ceſſary upon another Account, I mean, to 
ptevent the Contagion of bad Example, that 
the Venom ſpread no farther, to taint. the 
ſound Members, and corrupt thoſe who are 
well difpoſed. It hath always been thought 
the wifeſt Courſe to cut off an incurable 
Member, when the whole Body is in Dan- 
ger of being inſected by it; and it is, doubt- 
eſs, a neceſſary Piece of Juſtice, to- puniſh a 
Hardened hopeleſs Wretch, when many ho- 
neſt innocent People may, probably, be en- 
ſnated by his ill Example: Nay, tis better 
Thoufands ſuch Miſereants ſhould be cut 
off, than that they ſhould be fuffered to go 
through the World, corrupting others, and 
ſpeaking wicked Blaſphemies againſt the moſt

| he Multitude of bad Examples is very 
great, and the Influefice of them very pre- 
Falent; but it is in the Power of Chriſtian 
Magiſtrates conſiderably to leſſen the Num- 
ber, and abate the Force of them. If they 
would uſe their Authority to that End, by a 
ſteady and impartial Correction of Vice, 
And fecond and ſupport it with their o,] 
good Example, it would go a great Way to 
cure the guilty, and preſerve the innocent. 
We ſee how ts Ns Example of a great 
| 2 e Man, 
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Man, tho' in a private Station, does allure and 
invite to the Imitation of it, even in Things 
1 which ſeem to be againſt the Bent and In- 
" clination of humane Nature, but much more 
the Example of ſuch an one in Authority. And 
if Magiftrates would make this their Buſineſs, 
by an exemplary” Converſation,” and a ſtrict 
Execution of the Laws againſt licentious and 
ſcandalous Delinquents, it is not to be doubt- 
ed, but their honeſt Endeavours would be 
attended with anſwerable Succeſs; and a 
good Blelſing be upon theme, 

I proceed now to confider the two Motives, 
which the wiſe Man here ſets before us, to 
excite us to the Performance of the Duty 
I have been explaining and recommending ; 

to wit, Delight, and 4 good Bleſſing.  '. 


I. Delight, or an inward Joy and: Satiſ- 
faction, flowing from the Teſtimony : of a 
good Conſcience, which 1s the moſt agree- 
able of all Comforts. That which diſtin- 
guiſheth the [Pleaſure of doing Good in any 
Kind, from all ſenſual and worldly Pleaſures, 
I is, that it doth not preſently. vaniſh and ex- 
D pire as ſoon as the Act is over, but the 

Thoughts of it lie eaſy in Mens Minds, and 
the Reflexion upon it doth for ever after 
miniſter Comfort and Delight to them. The 
Remembrance of paſt Benefits and Kindneſſes 

done eo others, is a laſting Contentment to 

1 8 | our 
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our ſelves; and a perpetual and never-fajling, 
Source of ſolid and ſubſtantial op. 
No the greateſt Good that one Man can 
poſſibly do for another, is, according to the 
Advantages and Opportunities God hath af- 
forded him, to aſſiſt and further him in the 
Way of Salvation; to keep him, if it may 
be, within the Lines of Duty: and when he 
hath tranſgreſſed, to endeavour to reſtore ſuch an 
one, and reclaim him to a better Courſe. That 
Charity which is intended for the Good of 
Mens Badies, by relieving their temporal 
Wants, is certainly a ſingular Benefit to thoſe 
who receive it, and a Service highly acce- 
ptable to God; but yet it falls far ſhort of 
this, which is employ'd in promoting the 
eternal Welfare of their Souls. This Solomon 
ſeems to have conſidered, and to have given 
it the Preference in that proverbial Saying; 
The Fruit of Righteouſneſs is a Tree of Life ; but 
he that ' winneth Souls is wiſe, Prov. xi. 30. 
The doing Good to Mens Souls, by, promo- 
8 ting their eternal Happiness, Was the chief 1 
End for Which the Son of God came into 
the World; and his great Work and Bu- 
ſineſs when he was there: The Word was 
made Hleſh, and dwelt among us, purpoſely to 
call Sinners to Repentance; and to ſeek aud to

4. But if, aſter a careful Practice of theſe, 
and ſuch other Rules as Opportunity and Pru- 
dence may ſuggeſt, your Admonitions and 
Reproofs are ineffectual, you are then to try 
the laſt Remedy, a legal Information and Ap- 
peal to the Civil Magiſtrate. 

- For though it hath always been reckoned

and Government. 

The Buſineſs you are engaged in, is the 
ſame that the bleſſed Jeſus came into the 
World about, and for which he did and 
ſaffered ſo much; and you have no Cauſe to 
be troubled, but rather to rejoice, that while 
you are doing the ſame Work, you endure

Jeffers no 1 1 . then fail him, be- 
cauſe he is reviled for maintaining the com- 
mon Cauſe of Religion, and our Civil Li- 
berties; for promoting the Honour of Al- 
mighty God, and the Safety of his Countrey, 
Which are all great Sufferers by Vice and 

Immorality, and therefore nearly concern- 
ed in a general Reformation.

it with Zeal and Vigour. And what Won- 
der is it, that Men, who are conſcious to
